RAF. Starts 
Big Fires In 2

LONDON, July 15.—(CP)—The 
air ministry said today that thou- 
sands of incendiaries and many 
tons of high explosive bombs 
were loosed on objectives in the 
German cities of Bremen and 
Hanover during the night, The 
Royal Air Force also smashed at 
Rotterdam in the Nazi-occupied 
Netherlands, and other points in 
Germany. 

In the two German cities large 
fires were started as the British 
bombers roared over their object- 
ives, Docks at Bremen were blown 
into the air and bombs plummetted 
on industrial buildings at Hanover. 

Many other targets were struck 
by super bombs in northwest Ger- 


many. Five British planes were 
lost as the battering offensive 
against enemy territory grew in 
intensity.

NEW YORK, July 15—(AP)— 
Thirty-three persons, rounded up in 
a federal bureau of investigation 
spy hunt last month, were indicated 
by a federal grand jury today and 
ordered to trial in September on 
charges of espionage. 

Six other persons similarly were 
indicted, but U.S Attorney Harold 
Kennedy said they were at large in

ATLANTIC CITY, °*N.J., July 15 
—(AP)—The Uniled States public 
was warned Monday by Price Ad- 
ministrator Leon Henderson, to 
brace itself for a tomorrow of in- 
dustria! dislocation and harsh 
sacrifice. 

“It is a dark picture I paint,’ Hen- 
lerson told 1,200 attending the New 
York Housewares Manufacturing 
Association convention as he pre- 
dicted an end snortly of the recent 
boom in sales of automobiles, re- 
frigerators, vacuum cleaners, radios, 
electric stoves, furniture and other 


hard goods, 
“PARTY IS OVER” 

“It becomes my disagreeable 
duty,” said Henderson, “to tell you 
that the party is over . Before 


long now, there will be more pur- 
chasing power running around 
hunting something to buy than there 
are goods available... 

“1 wish I could tell you that we 
had an easy solution, that every- 
thing is going to be all right. 1 
can't promise you any such hepe. 
All I can tell you is that only by 
sweating blood and tears can the 
dislocations be held to a minimum. 


“No exactly similar paradox ever 
confronted American business. Cus- 
tomérs eager and able to buy will 
be crowding the market places and 
stores, but manufacturers will be 
unable to get enough raw materials 
to satisfy demands... . 

“Thus, it is a dark picture I paint. 
It is a picture of factories made 
idle by lack of raw materials to 
turn out civilian goods, of men 
made idle by lack of materials to 
work with, of single industry towns 
blighted by spuritus prosperity 
based on production of goods which 
we can't wear, or eat, or live in.” 

Henderson asserted no power on 
earth could prevent inflation un- / 
less the government succeeded in 
controlling prices, purchasing 
power and installment buying. 
He said it must stiffen control of 
prices “no matter how belligerent 
the outcries become.” 

The official said prices were going 
up—“it'’s only a question of time 
lag when they will hit the pocket- 


rise to act as a further brake on 
purchasing power to.prevent in- 
flation. 

“OUT-PRODUCE HITLER” 

“If we. are in earnest about this 
matier—and I believe deep down 
we all are—then the American way 
would be to out-produce Hitler.” 
said Henderson. “We can do this 
if we spend three hours out of every 
eight-hour working day for de- 
fence.”

the middle of battle and devastation as in 1914-1918. And 
you also felt as if you had never gone away from Nancy. 
You'd been there since first you saw the place, when your 
battery was going.in under Mount Sec and Verdun was 
still being pounded to bits, and it was not yet evident that 
Heinie was going to wait 22 years before getting on with 
his program. 


You expected at any minute to be greeting Phil Newman, 


who once lived in this same hotel — or Lt. Tournier of the | 


French artillery. You felt somehow that no matter who had 
gone from Lorraine, Tournier must be about somewhere. 
It was legend in the A.E.F. that once he had saved this town 
with a slide rule he would always be linked with it in legend. 


A Hint Of A War 


Lt. Ecochard, the press officer from G.H.Q., came in 
just before dinnertime to arrange what advance posts we 
wished to see tomorrow. Four of us, probably because we 
had more faith in our own instincts than the others, asked 
to be taken to some artillery post near Longwy on the 
Luxembourg frontier. Three days later Capt. Raulet of the 
intelligence section was remembering this request and look- 
ing at us queerly. That evening Ecochard, who in civil life 
used to be a professor of Greek, made note of where we 
wanted to go and said that probably we wouldn't go there.

hint of something about to happen, in such signs as these. 
They lacked the spectacular detail of portents from heaven, 
perhaps, but they produced the same sort of alarm. 


I got back 
thought to something I had known 
for a long time. This was Room 
No, 352 — Tournier’s room — and it 
was here, lying in this same bed, 
that he had worked out the chances 
of Room No, 352 in a bombardment 
—"In a town of zis size...” 


THEN THE PLANES CAME 

I went to sleep before I got to 
the end of his momentous ruling. 
And then the hotel was swaying 
and the door had burst and the 
plaster was coming down and the 
glass was crashing from the win- 
dows. Belatedly the siren was how]l- 
ing, the alerte, and overhead hun- 
dreds of low-flying planes were 
circling the town and dropping 
quarter-ton eggs, The characteristic 
rise-and-fall beat notes of their un- 
synchronized motors were unrecog- 
nizable elements in a terrific roar 
like the echoing of a super planing 
mill 

One crump mad fallen near 
enough to the hotel to jar it loose 
from its foundations. Another 
scraped a bit of cornice down into 
the Place Thiers, The hotel was 
filled with the pounding of slip- 
pered feet and the hysterical

So I hugged the corners of a 
bed that shook like a corn popper 
until daylight and thought of a suit- 
able epitaph in case they should 
find enough of me to bury: “He 
died a martyr to his faith in the 
law of averages.” 


THE FIRST HOLOCAUST 


There have been other bombings 
since — hundreds of them, And 
other cities were to take a far worse 
beating than Nancy, some of them 
within a couple of weeks. But this 
was the first holocaust of the new 
dispensation. This was the first 
time we had seen women and kids 
torn to pieces in the streets, And it 
made a lasting impression. 

We went around the town soon 
after daylight and added up the 
corpses. Then we went back to the 
hotel and found a bulletin from a 
news agency telling that the Ger- 
mans had crossed into Holland, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg. At the 
moment it seemed like a matter of 
minor importance, 


BOME TANKS—AND REGRETS 


Two days later we stood on a hill 
near the Luxembourg frontier and 
watched the battle of Longwy, This 
was France's first tank action, for 
in the north, Belgium was wither- 
ing before the others, We saw the 
French tanks, massive things like 
Maginot fortresses on caterpillar 
treads, roll up to Longwy and take 
it back from the Germans. We were 
told by proud experts that these 
were the best tanks in the world 
and they showed us numerous spots 
where the heavy armor had sur- 
vived direct hits by three-inch 
shells. 


The experts regretted, of course, 
that France didn’t have as many 
of these engines as Germany had. 
Under questioning they admitted 
that Hitler's heavy tanks, design- 
ed with French co-operation, ap- 
proved by the French general 


staff, paid for by the French tax- 
payers and executed by Skoda 
to be delivered with other Czech 
properties to the Nazis — those 
heavy tanks were also good. And 
there were lots of them, 


Nobody seemed very much dis-

turbed about these matters. No- 
‘body was disturbed about anything 
in fact until later in the afternoon 
the French tanks came out of 
|Longwy and the Germans moved 
back in. 

A captain whose face looked as if 
jhe had been cooked on a charcoal 
broiler and whose bloodshot eyes 
were popping out of his head, de- 


livered the only comment we were | 


{to hear on this manoeuvre. 


“We came out because we ran 
out of essence (gasoline),” he said 
bitterly, “We went in there. We 
met the German tanks. We fought 
them nose to nose and we drove 
them out.

We saw han- 
gars smashed by Nazi raids. We 
saw much of the air fleet that had 
seemed so good in 1937, the battered 
Bloghs and Moranes, anchored on 
the” ground because it was no good 
anywhere else. And we began to 
see despair in the eyes of the pilots 
and the ground officers

The Syrian Base Changes Hands | 


The “melancholy” business in Syria 


is over. An armistice on Sunday stop- 
ped the war there which no one but 
the Axis dictators and their stooges 
ever wanted. Alike among Free French, 
enslaved French, Syrians and British 
there will be satisfaction that fighting 
has ceased; and even in occupied 
France there must be wide popular re- 
lief that it ends with Syria free of Axis 
control. 

This happy conclusion of the affair 
deprives the aggressors of a base of 
which they already have made some

attack on Egypt. It also puts British- 
Allied forces on the border of Turkey, 
and lessens the pressure that Berlin 
and Rome can exert at Ankara.

Something Less Than Promised 


Moscow neither admits nor denies 


that the Nazis made some advances in 


the furious onslaughts they launched at 
the week-end along the three main lines 
of attack. Berlin of course proclaimed, 
as it had announced before, that the 


Stalin line had been broken through, 


but the news came from Goebbels, not 
from headquarters. 

The official reports agree on one 
point—that Hitler threw everything he 


had available into the new attempts to | 


get a blitzkrieg going. Tanks, planes, 
mechanized transport and new divisions 
of storm troops were massed and hurled 
against the Russians. 


Uuless these succeeded in making | 


the breaches which Moscow does not 


admit, the failure will be corresponding- | 


ly dampening to Nazi confidence, while 
heavy losses were inevitable in the cir- 
cumstances. Without dislocating the 
Red army and breaking its power of re- 
sistence, a gain of territory—if he gain- 
ed territory in any substantia] amount 
—is not of great impartance to Hitler. 
Russia has plenty more territory. 

So long as the Russian army is intact 
and full of fight, even the capture of 
Leningrad, Moscow and Kiev would not 
win the Fuchrer's war for him. That 
would only introduce the second phase, 
a phase in some respects more danger- 
ous and in many respects more difficult, 
for the invaders.

Hitler Makes Another Pact 


Great Britain and Russia have made 
a mutual assistance pact. Herr Hitler 
has thus brought about the agreement 
which the British government in vain 
sought to arrange on the eve of war in 
1939. Moscow's confidence in the 
Fuehrer’s good faith has fallen one hun- 
dred per cent since the days when an 
alliance with the democracies was turn- 
ed down for a trade deal with the Reich. 
Perhaps its confidence in Russia's abil- 
ity to stand alone has also suffered 
some abatement in the light of sub- 
sequent events, 


The new agreement is said to contain | 


two clauses. The first binds each of the 
two countries to help each other's war 
effort in any way it can. The second 
binds each to not make peace with the 
Axis without consent of the other. 

The mutual-help clause is the less 
important of the two. For the reason 
that even without any agreement self- 
interest bound both countries to assist 
each other in any practicable way. To 
not do so would be suicidal folly. 

The pledge that neither will make a 
separate peace is likewise guaranteed 


by circumstances. Neither party has to | 


take the other's word as sufficient. 
While Hitler is unbeaten. a separate 
peace for either could only mean dis- 
memberment and .enslavement. 
neither will be 
under any pressure to make a separate 


peace. 

The pact is formal, official recogni- 
tion that realities have driven the sur- 
viving European democracy and the 
Soviet state into mutual dependence 
upon each other. There are those in 
Britain who do not welcome the fact.

No Vital Point 


There are several significant features 
of this campaign that should be considered 
very carefully. 

The first is the manner in which the 
Russians have built up their defensive 
system — to the surprise of everybody. 

This must be a particularly painful sur- 
prise to the Germans who expected a light- 
ning campaign and the rapid collapse of 
the Soviets. 

This success on the part of the Russians, 
even though it may only be temporary, has 
lit a tremendous fire of national fecling 
throughout Russia. 

This is something that has been lacking 
under the Soviets. In Tsarist days, a meas- 
ure of cohesion was’ given the many 


; Nationalities and races of Russia by the 


deification of the country itself. “Holy 
Russia” used to be a divine entity. It was 
something that all classes and conditions 


| of men could get their spiritual teeth into. 


Soviet Russia had nothing quite so 
Stirring to offer. There is nothing either 
dramatic or spiritually exhilarating about 
a “Five Year Plan”. 

Now, however, the Russians are living 
Out a new national saga. It will unify them, 
strengthen them and make them conscious 
of themselves, not merely as an economic 
test-tube experiment, but as a nation. 

Had the blitz succeeded overwhelming- 

ly, the Russian armies might have folded 
up within a few days. They have been so 
heartened by success, however, that no 
matter what losses the Germans may in- 
flict upon them, they will probably hold 
out until the very end — which is certainly 
not even remotely within sight. 
_ The third significant factor to be no- 
ticed is the fact that none of the threatened 
cities are vital to the Russian political 
economy. 

A sudden successful thrust into 
Moscow, the seat of the Soviet govern- 
ment, might have been fatal to Stalin, as 
was suggested in this column months ago. 

But Moscow is not immediately threat- 
ened. And Stalin has been given plenty of 
time to rearrange his plans so that he can 
carry on from some other point. Even the 
capture of Moscow would not seriously 
embarrass his resistance.

| question, is worthless. They feel that there 
must be a whacking bit of pro-ing and 
| conn-ing. Unless they get this they con- 
sider the measure unimportant or that 
there has been railroading. Nearly all of 
the sound measures ever adopted in this 
country have been fought tooth and nail 
by one class of legislators or the other. It 
would almost seem that this country 
measures a bill’s worth by the number of 
names the gentleman from this state calls 
the gentleman from that state during its 
passage. 


Not Too Quick 
My point is that the question of a sep- 


| arate air force has not been wrangled over 


enough to make the passing of it wise. If 
it went through now the country wouldn't 
be completely satisfied and would feel that 
the ol’ grease had been applied here and 
there. 

The fact that the country needs a sep- 
arate air force must not force us to hasten 
the bill's passing. We must not hurry it 
along simply because World War II has 
proved that the air force, once a country 
cousin of the other branches of warfare, 
is now the head of the family, and that 
battleships and artillery and _ infantry 
depend on the plane for their very exist- 
ence, 

No, let us take our time and debate the 
subject from hell to breakfast.

That'll be about three years from now, 
I figure after enough speeches have been 
made to satisfy every citizen from Seattle 
to Miami.

The campaign began a 
fortnight ago, and two days later Hitler 
announced that a decision of world import- 
ance would be announced the next day. 
That decision has not occurred yet. 

Colone] Braun’s formula, which worked 
out in France, calls for “the elimination 
of all existing border defenses within the 
first few hours.” The border defenses of 
the Soviet Union are the Stalin Line, and 
they have certainly not been eliminated. 
The Germans claim to have penetrated it 
at certain points, but their despatches on 
Wednesday compained of “tricky de- 
fenses.” 

The defenses of the Stalin Line are in- 
deed, tricky. They are not like the Maginot 
defenses, built in a more or less straight 
line, but are constructed like a maze. One 
series of fortifications will have another 
series behind it, and only partly overlap- 
ping lineally. Then a second series wil] 
be there, on the line of the first series, so 
that an attacking army having broken 
through number one, approaching number 
two, may find the defenders of number 
three in its rear. It is a come-on system. 

How wel] acquainted the Germans are 
with the fortifications is not known, but it 
is certain that Nazi intelligence officials 
have not enjoyed the ryn of the place as 
they have in the simple-minded and trust-

ing democracies. The secretiveness of 
Russia is fully as great as that of Germany. 


Better Material 


The terrain is suitable enough to fulfil 
the colonel’s pre-requisites, but how 
“absolutely assured” was the “surprise 
element”? The Russians had been assemb- 
ling on this frontier, perhaps, for the pur- 
pose of a diplomatic, not a military show- 
down with the Nazis. However, they may 
have had some warning. But how “over- 
whelmingly superior” are the attacking 
forces? They are certainly greatly superior 
in material of al] sorts, planes, tanks, and 
gun power. 

But how superior are they in man 
power, at the spot, and in reserves? 

Man power—if itis willing to fight 
bitterly—counts in modern war. It count- 
ed in Spain, for instance, where it took the 
Fascists who were overwhelmingly super- 
ior in all technical and mechanica] means 
four years to defeat the numerically 
superior and recklessly fighting loyalists. 
Incidentally, the Russians have the benefit 
of that campaign, with its highly effective 
guerilla tactics, 

“Favorable weather conditions” have 
not universally prevailed according to the 
Nazis, who claim to have been held back 
by snowstorms in places, incidentally, 
where it has never been known to snow in 
July. Maybe they lied as an excuse; but 
they have got to get a decision by mid- 
September, when rain, mud and snow wil] 
be the Russian's most effective ally against 
mechanized forces. 

Certainly the Germans are encounter- 
ing in Russia very different conditions than 
in any previous campaign. The paltle at 
1 is 
prolonged way beyond the essential sche- 
dule of Colone!] Braun's formula. And this 
time the British are unceasingly pounding 
the rear with the Royal Air Force, 


Loss of Life 


It is well to believe only those things in 
which German and Russian communiques 
agree. Both admit te‘rific loss of life. And 
here the Russians have a double advantage 
physically and psychologically. They are 
biologically more fecund than the Ger- 
mans, and there are more than three times 
as many Russians as there are Germans. 

These facts influence the psychology of 
nations, The French, for instance, had a 
horror of loss of life, realizing their dimin- 
ishing numbers, Also, the farther east one 
moves the cheaper human life becomes, 
The Germans are more reckless of life than 
the French, the Russians more reckless 
than the Germans, 

What happens in Russia is also exe 
tremely important to German morale in the 
further course of the war. For the first 
time the Nazis are encountering an army 
of great numbers that fights and for the 
first time there is that terrific loss of life 
that the blitz is supposed to avoid. As Ger- 
man mothers receive the news of the death 
of their sons, the enthusiasm for another 
battle on the beaches of England, with an- 
Other great army that also intends ta fight, 
may wane, 

It is nothing to count on. Hitler once 
said, “The Germans endured Attila the 
Hun and the thirty years’ war, and they 
can endure me.” 

Just the same, if the Russians keep on 
as they are doing, this campaign may be 
the turning point of the war. The “hune 
dred per cent luck” of Hitler is certainly 
not here. Seventy per cent, or sixty per 
cent, but not a hundred per cent, 

And, since the idea of invincibility ig 
one of the greatest assets in his whole

Text of Mr. MacKinnon's speech 
follows: 

Your Honor. Mr. President, dis- 
tinguished guests, Ladies and 
Gentlemen:

63rd consecutive exhibition, As Mr
